“The most important phase of 
world conditions at present lies in 
Europe and the Orient,” the Sen- 
ate leader said in an address to 
the Association of Kinsmen of Can- 
ada here last night. “It is not a 
happy scene nor one that augurs 
well for the happiness of the hu- 
man race, 

“Never since the war closed 
has the face of the universe been 
so troubled and foreboding,” Mr. 
Meighen continued. “It is dif- 
ficult to realize the lesson we 
thought we learned from the last 
war was not learned. It is hard 
to discern anything but a repeti- 
tion of that insanity and hard to 
see contentment or prosperity 
ahead of us.” 

Five or six years of world: ec- 
onomic upset had shaken the whole 
fabric of society and led to the dis- 
appearance of personal liberty and 
freedom of speech in many na- 
tions, Mr. Meighen added. 

Institutions of Democracy which 
had been known as the best only 
remained in Anglo Saxon and two 
or three other countries.

SATURDAY, 
AN EMPIRE JUBILEE 

When in 1910 the Duke of York ascended to 
the throne as King George V, events on the 
continent of Europe were moving swiftly to the 
crisis which four years later blazed into the 
world war. 

The quarter of a century that has passed 
since then has been a period of almost universal 
and continuous turmoil. The fierce strife of the 
war years has been fgllowed by an era of 
equally fierce commercial hostility, resulting in 
the blocking of world commerce, five years of 
unprecedented depression, widespread unem- 
ployment and misery, and an outlook of un- 
certainty tinged with dread, for individuals, for 
nations and for the race. 

In this interval great nations have sunk to 
impotence. Boundary lines have been redrawn 
on three continents. New states have emerged 
from the wreckage of old ones. Thrones have 
been toppled over. Dynasties have fallen. The 
orderly evolution of free government has in 
many parts of the world been definitely sus- 
pended and there has been a throw-back to 
dictatorship. Europe has known nothing better 
than a fevered existence under threat of an- 
other conflagration. The Orient is in the process 
of a militaristic reconstruction. Everywhere 
there is a cry for political and economic 
security. 

The British Empire has stood the shock of 
war and of the disruptive influences of post- 
war times without loss of territory and without 
revolution. Its peoples still shape their own 
tinies withovt foreign dominance. They 
make their own laws and live their lives accord- 
ing to their own desires, without interference. 
They amend their goyerning machinery as suits 
their needs and the changing conditions, and 
are free to do so. And the throne stil] stands, 
their rallying-point in peace or war. 

Throughout all the British Dominions there 
will be appropriate ceremonies on Monday to 
mark the “jubilee” of King George. The word 
comes from the Greek, and has an earlier root 
in the Hebrew tongue, signifying “the blast of 
a trumpet,” in particular the blast of the trum- 
pet which heralded the opening of the great 
sabbatical year. 

The term is essentially appropriate to this 
occasion. For as the British peoples have stood 
together through this period of stress and strain 
in a sense of unity prefigured in the throne. so 
have they been steadied and inspired by the 
personal esteem they everywhere have for the 
King and Queen, whose private life has been 
exemplary, as their official and ceremonial 
duties have been discharged with marked tact 
and wisdom

GENEVA WILL WONDER 

Figures do not lie, but they can produce 
some surprising results. 

A report sent to the International Labor 
Office at Geneva says: “In Canada an improve- 
ment has taken place in 1934 that appears in 
the production and employment indices. Thus 
the industrial index, whose average for 1933 
represented only 65.2 per cent of that for 1928, 
reached 79.5 per cent last year. The unem- 
ployment per centage followed a corresponding 
curve. dt fell in 1934 to 18, whereas the average 
for the two preceding years had been about 
22 per cent.” 

But after this pleasing statistical demonstra- 
tion of the rapid absorption of idle labor in 
productive industry, the correspondent feels 
constrained to observe—no doubt to his own 
amazement—that “The number of requests for 
employment received at the employment offices 
showed a slight increase over 1933.” 

From which the conclusion seems to be that 
there was less unemployment last year but 
more people out of work.

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The Passing Show |Early Signs Of Tuberculosis 


By J. S. COWPER 


A white-haired farmer living five miles 
from Des Moines, Iowa, showed a better appre- 
ciation of the science of direct action than the 
Vancouver relief strikers who smashed a couple 
of thousand dollars worth of showcases in the 
Hudson's Bay store. When one of his cows 
and two of his horses died of 
starvation caused by drought, 
and the State Legislature 
failed to act on his petition 
for drought aid, this fowa 
farmer drove the survivors of 
his small herd to Des Moines 
and pui them to graze on *the 
green, well-watered lawns of 
the state capitol. 

I've wondered why the 
Vancouver strikers left all 
J. S. Cowper the beautiful plate glass win- 
dows in the banks unmolested as they paraded 
through town, and smashed the showcases in a 
commercial store, struggling to meet payrolls 
and pay huge taxes, and that has nothing to do 
with the money shortage which forces willing 
workers to live in quasi-penal celibate can- 
tonments. The only explanation, short of 
stupidity, fevors the men. It supports their 
contention that they had no intention to damage 
property until they were clubbed by the police 
in the store. 


Some of the police have been placed in an 
equivocal position, between private sympathy 
for the reliefers and the necessity to wield 
clubs to hold their jobs. The situation is 
parallel with the battlefields of great wars, 
where men who do the fighting are used as 
pawns by others who wouldn't risk as much as 
a shower of rain, without an umbrella, rubbers 
and a waiting limousine. 

One of the police inspectors wounded in the 
fray by being slugged over the head by an iron 
bar, is a personal friend of mine. I don’t know 
how his family interests were divided in the 
recent riot. I know they were much divided 
in a former riot in which he led a police squad, 
and sustained injuries. Two of his sons, un- 
able to make a living though he had given each 
of*them High School education and financed 
them in a business venture, were in the com- 
pany of paraders which he was ordered to 
charge and disperse. 

It’s pathetic to hear those enjoying freedom 
complain about the strikers, saying “They have 
plenty of food to eat and shelters to sleep in.” 
Able-bodied men, willing to work and anxious 
to lead normal lives deserve much more than 
food and shelter—and the twenty cents a day 
they get for each day when the elements per- 
mit them to work. 

I won't beg the question by asserting that 
men in the penitentiaries get food and shelter, 
clothing and medical attention, and a small per 
diem allowance. I'd go so far as to say that if 
these men could be quartered indefinitely in the 
Macdonald hotel, with private bathrooms, steam 
heat, meals under the supervision of Maitre 
d’hotel Fox and served by the admirable George 
Bernstein, they’d still have grounds for dis- 
satisfaction. No man could be content to live 
under the restrictions and negations of the men 
on relief. Hardest job of all for an active man 
is to have nothing to do. Restriction is im- 
prisonment no matter how excellently the bars 
of the cage are giided. 

The Empress Theodora, before she became 
the wife of Justinian, was a lady of pleasure. 
She conceived the pious idea of providing a 
gorgeous hostel on the banks of the Bosphorus 
—forerunner of the modern Rescue Home—to 
which five hundred women of the courtesan 
class were invited, to lead reformed lives away 
from the temptations of the cities. History 
records it among the great failures. Those of 
the women who couldn't escape, committed 
suicide by flinging themselves into the Bos- 
phorus. The comforts of the hostel were noth- 
ing without freedom.

Disguise it as you will by fine phrases, the 
relief camps for unmarried men are a form 
of penal institution. The men are put at work 
little more inspiring than picking oakum; they 
exercise in groups wearing a work uniform, 
under an overseer; they are forbidden to ijeave 
their solitary places of confinement under 
threat of becoming outcasts; they are punished 
for formulating grievances; they have no out- 
look, no objective and no hope. 

Some of the camps are built in places nearly 
as isolated as Dartmoor Prison, where in Eng- 
land they confine the most dangerous of con- 
victs. A notable instance of this is the case of 
the two camps outside Cadomin and Mountain 
Park, There is no highway in or out of the 
isolated region, it being part of the Coa] Branch 
which for some reason never explained has been 
punished by the U.F.A, government by denial 
of road connection with the highway system of 
the province. Men from the cities are taken 
to this isolated region and lodged in canvas 
tents through the winter ut elevations of 5300 
feet and 6000 feet above sea-level on a rock- 
strewn mountain gorge through which the wind 
hurls at such terrible velocity that loaded rail- 
way cars have been blown off the track. 

These camps are an eyesore and an annoy- 
ance to the hardworking and independent 
people of Cadomin and Mountain Park, an in- 
iquity to the poor chaps compelled through hun- 
ger and thirst to seek admission to them, and 
an outrage to Christian civilization. They are a 
tremendous expense to the public, too. Over 
$150,000 have been spent on these two canvas 
encampments—a sum that could have built the 
Coal Branch highway from the Jasper Highway 
twice over. Is it any wonder that men are 
driven desperate by these denials of work, 
wages, freedom, self-respect and the normal 
appetites of healthy men?

There is abundance of work in Canada that 
needs to be done. The state has authority to 
issue legal tender to pay wages for such work. 
A work and wages program would benefit farm- 
mers, merchants and manufacturers alike. All 
that prevents it from being done is the greed 
and folly of those who treat money as a com- 
modity instead of a service, and who grow rich 
by retarding the economic life of the nation. 
These are the real breeders of revolution. On 
their heads, not on the heads of workless pro- 
testers, be responsibility for what may lie ahead

May Go Unnoticed 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Tuberculosis of the lungs is our foremost 
chronic lung disorder. The death rate is drop- 
ping, due to the fact, that with the correct 
treatment, many cases are cured. The average 
case lasts between 2 to 5 years and the disease 
is most frequently found between the ages of 
12 and 25. Insurance com- 
panies point out that the dis- 
order occurs more often in 
those who are underweight 
before the age of 30 and 
there is little doubt that nor- 
mal weight up to the age of 
30 helps protect one from it. 

It is unquestionably true 
that almost every adult per- 
son living in a large city has 
already had tuberculosis of 
the lungs, but in such a mild 
form that the body has healed itself without 
the patient ever knowing he had it. 

When the resistance is weakened the in- 
fection may gain a foothold and the symptoms 
of the disease become noticeable. If the right 
treatment is used, the body still has an excel- 
lent chance to recover, as it has an undoubted 
power to greatly increase its fighting forces, 
given the right condition. Because tubercul- 
osis responds to treatment it has been called 
the most curable disease. 

Those habits of living which pull down the 
resisting power and pave the way for the de- 
velopment of tuberculosis are: poor diet; wrong 
habits which produce weakening such as over- 
work, late hours, too little sleep, waste of nerve 
foree through worry or strain; intestinal poison- 
ing and lack of sun directly on the skin. The 
last partly explains why people in cities who 
are shut indoors, suffer more from tuberculosis 
than those in the country. Other contributing 
causes are lack of fresh air, narrow chest, lack 
of exercise, and poor digestion. A tubercular 
patient usually does not get the good from his 
food and if his digestion is improved this will 
be of the greatest aid in recovering from the 
disease. 

Before every case of tuberculosis develops 
there is a period of lower resistance when the 
patient feels tired and the poisons of fatigue 
are injuring the body and making it more 
susceptible to infection and it is during this 
period that the disease may be prevented from 
developing. Common sense used at this: time 
will save a long period of treatment later. The 
best and cheapest ways to prevent tuberculosis 
are: fresh air, plenty of sunshine, right diet, 
exercise and mental calmness, 

If you suspect that you have tuberculosis, 
the best plan is to have an examination made 
and if the disease is found, you should begin 
the right treatment immediately. The biggest 
mistake the tubercular patient may make is to 
waste time with the wrong treatment.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date, May 4, in 1839 the 
first contract for the carriage of 
mails across the Atlantic to Can- 
ada were signed with Samuel 
Cunard of Halifax, the price be- 
ing £65,000 per annum, which was 
increased to £80,000 in 1841 and to 
£90,000 in 1843. 

The first mail steamer was the 
Britannia which left Liverpool 
July 1, 1840 and arrived at Halifax 
in 12% days. ‘The mails from 
Canada were carried overland 
from Halifax to Pictou, from 
which point they were delivered 
to Quebec in what was considered 
the remarkable time of 51% days 
after their landing at Halifax 
(compare this with today when 
mails are brought from Liverpool 
by the C.P.R. and delivered to the 
addresses in Montreal in about the 
same time as was consumed in the 
voyage from Pictou to Quebec!) 

The post office authorities at 
Halifax, desirous to demonstrate 
to London that their city was the 
pivotal point in all mail communi- 
cation with North America, used 
every effort to make the enter- 
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By FRED WILLIAMS 


prise a success. In the first Sep- 
tember of the contract, the Brit- 
tania arrived at Halifax at 7 am.; 
at 8:45 the mails for Canada were 
on their way to Pictou; at 10 a.m. 
the Brittania had proceeded on 
her voyage to Boston; and by noon 
vessels had left for Bermuda and 
Newfoundland carrying mails for 
those colonies brought by the Brit- 
tania. 

Unfortunately it ‘turned out 
that, owing to the delays on the 
St. Lawrence by fog and other 
causes, Canada could receive its 
mails more quickly via Boston 
than by Halifax, and the change 
to the latter port was made. Thus 
a great experiment failed. It had 
its origin in one of those imperial 
impulses, so often born in the 
“colonies,” and which carry John 
Bull off his feet—for a while 
until his pocket is affected. Many 
other attempts were made to 
create a truly all-British mail ser- 
vice and Saint John in 1889 that 
a Canadian mail service was able 
to compete successfully with mails 
via New York and Boston.

PATH AWAY FROM WAR 


It may not be out of place to 
touch upon the bearing of Social 
Credit upon the problem of in- 
ternational peace. It is, at any 
rate, the belief of supporters of 
the Social Credit movement that 
the primary cauve of interna- 
tional friction, if not the only 
cause, is the competition for for- 
eign markets. 

Under existing conditions the 
competition for foreign markets is 
forced upon governments by their 
apparent inability to regard the 
individual as other than a per- 
son for whom economic employ- 
ment must be found. Failure to 
find this employment, being ac- 
companied by cessation of wages, 
both causes destitution to the in- 
dividual and a still further dim- 
inution of an economic system 
as not being primarily an em- 
ployment institution, but rather a 
method of providing goods and 
services with the minimum of 
work on the part of everyone, the 
great urge to force upon alien 
pepulations goods which either 
they do not want, or would pre- 
fer to produce themselves, will be 
greatly reduced, if not, indeed 
completely elimineted.--Major C, 
H. Douglas in Christian Science

Editor Bulletin: I am over 21, 
British subject, lived in Alberta 
for the past 24 years, figure that 
this is a tree country. hence the 
reason for this letter to your 
publication which I will appre- 
ciate if you find space for in the 
letter column. 

In your issue of the 18th instant 
you report Mr, J. E. Brownlee’s 
radio address, part of which is as 
follows: 

“Why non-negotiable  certifi- 
cates? Is it not clear that the 
only possible reason for the idea 
is an attempt to get around the 
bank act? It is an attempt to de- 
vise for use in a large measure 
something that will buy goods 
the same as money, etc. Remem- 
ber there is no power in the prov- 
ince to force any merchant, 
wholesaler or other persons to 
take these certificates.”

WE NOW USE CERTIFICATES 

Editor Bulletin: I submit this 
logical reasoning for the benefit 
of the general public in deciding 
for themselves the much dis- 
cussed question as to the legality 
of the procedure proposed by 
Social Credit speakers, in using 
non-negotiable certificates.

Considering the facf that the 
city only takes care of a por- 
tion of the value of these certifi- 
cates given out, it is necessary for 
the provincial. and Dominion 
governments to go through the 
same procedure to make their 
payments on these certificates. 
Our citizens are now able to in- 
vest money in their own pro- 
vincial savings certificates under 
present conditions and would 
undoubtedly be encouraged to 
greatly increase these invest- 
ments if it was immediately cir- 
culated and returned to their own 
pockets in the form of increased 
dividends instead of being passed 
on in the forra of interest to the 
St. James street bankers. 

A child could understand the 
fact that these certificates have 
a much sounder backing by the 
same colored currency whicn in 
turn would be supported by a 
greatly enhanced provincial 
value, 

It is a well known fact that 
there are a great number of pub- 
lic employees under the Domin- 
jon government and other Do- 
minion companies, who would 
also have bank currency to invest 
and would be only too anxious to 
invest their savings in their own 
province where they would re- 
ceive a direct benefit from divi-

CHALLENGE TO MR. McKEE 
Editor Bulletin: In reply to an 


article which appeared in the 
press of April 98th, 1935, “No 
Word of Sirike Heard in 
Council.” 


The article goes on to comment 
that the demands of the Unem- 
ployed were not justified, etc. In 
reply we wish to state generally 
that in the eyes of Mr. McKee 
nothing on behalf of the unem- 
ployed is ever justified. And 
further we wish to state that if 
he were removed as the head of 
the department and the depart- 
ment put under the administra- 
tion of a board who would adopt 
a policy of justice and honesty to 
all concerned, instead of the 
present policy of chiseling and 
ruthlessness, much more har- 
mony and cooperation could be 
maintained to the benefit of all, 
including the city. And the needs 


for strikes would be largely 
eliminated. So far the city 
council cannot seem to realize 


this so the unemployed in order 
to see that they and their de- 
pendents do not suffer unduly 
are forced to resort to methods 
that are certainly not to our lik- 
ing but which will nevertheless 
be employed unless the griev- 
ances are adjusted. 

Replying to specific items in 
dispute, we wish to state as fol- 
lows: 

Food: We have made a detailed 
check of the changes in the cost 
of living covering forty permis- 
sable items on the relief food 
voucher as prevailing in May 
1934, December, 1934 and April, 
1935. Our figures were taken 
from the monthly lists of a lead- 
ing Edmonton wholesale firm 
and like articles and like quan- 
tities were used in the compari- 
sons throughout, thus giving the 
most honest and fair index pos- 
sible, Using May, 1934, prices as 
the base figures of one hundred, 
which figure by the way was en- 
forced during the time our pres- 
ent food schedule was arrived at 
by negotiations and put into 
force June 1, 1934, with the un- 
derstanding that it was to be 
adjusted every six months. We 
find that these figures show an 
average increase in wholesale 
prices as follows, May.

The nails need plenty of lubrica- 
tion to keep them from becoming 
dry and brittle, and the finger tips 
should be soaked in warmed oil 
several times a week. 

Dry, brittle nails, and nails that 
tend to split and break easily, re- 
quire both internal and external 
treatments for their correction. 


Such nails are caused by excessive | 


dryness and lack of proper nour- 
ishment when the nail is in the 
process of formation. If an in- 
dividual’s diet is deficient in fats, 
nail cryness and brittleness may 
easily recult. So a woman thus 
afflicted should first add more of 
the fatty foods to her diet. For if 
her system is sufficiently supplied 
with the necessary oils, nature will 
supply enough to the nails to in- 
sure a healthy growth. 

If the dryness of a girl's nails is 
due to external conditions alone, 
however, she can make up the de- 


ficiency in lubrication by external, 


applications. A bit of warmed olive 
oil massaged into the base of each 
nail nightly will help, But I've 
found the best remedy to be soak- 
ing the finger tips each night for 
five or ten minutes in a melted 
mixture of one ounce of sweet al- 
mond oil, ene ounce of lanolin and 
four drams of spermacetti, Then

Urge More Men 


To Teach Boys 


LONDON, May 4—There is a 
shortage of more than 20,000 British 
schoolmasters—approximately only 
one schoolmaster to every 50 boys 
—but there is one schoo!mistress 
for every 25 girls, and there is a 
growing feeling that more men are 
needed in the teaching profession 
in the United Kingdom. More than 


5,000 classes of boys, in addition to 


upwards of 50,000 mixed classes, 
are being taught by women 

These facts were revealed by. W 
C. MeHarrie, headmaster of a Lon- 
don County Council school, in his 
presidential address to the London 
Schooimasters’ Association, as an 
argument for the employment of 
more men teachers in British ele- 
mentary schools 

“One of our main objects is to 
secure that all boys over the infant 
schoo! age shall be taught by men,” 
said Mr McHarrie.

King Reads More 


Than Father Did 


T was once said by Prime Min- 
ister W. E. Gladstone of King 
Edward that he “knew everything 
except what was written in books.” 
King George, if report be true, 
has a much wider knowledge of 
the written page than ever his 
father tried to possess. This is 
far from asserting that he is in 
any way a bookworm, and the 
only imaginative writer of dis- 
tinction who has enjoyed King: 
George's intimate friendship has 
been Rudyard Kipling. 

In his early years, King 
George’s chief sedentary hobby 
was the study of postage stamps, 
and his private collection is one 
of the finest in the world.

N 1915 the King announced that

prompted largely by Lord Kitch- 
ener’s announcement that the 
temptations of drink had led to 
irregular timekeeping and the 
diminution of output in munition 
factories.

Throughout the war years, of 
course, Buckingham Palace was 
bereft of all great social ceremon- 
jes, The King ‘and Queen devoted 
themselves entirely to matters con- 
cerned with the war. In this connec- 
tion, however, it is worth noticing 
that Queen Mary promptly resented 
the suggestion that she was busying 
herself with activities such as could 
be performed by others less highly 
placed. A story got into the papers 
that the Queen was “sewing shirts 
for soldiers.” Her Majesty caused 
a prompt denial to be published, 
with the further intimation that 
she had matters of far wider mo- 
ment to engage her attention. 

The stoppage of entertainment at 
the Palace naturally meant a large 
saving to the King’s Privy Purse, 
and in 1916 H's Majesty accordingly 
made a gift .. 3500,000 to the Brit- 
ish Treasury. It was regarded as a 
fine gesture which could well have 
served as an example to the war 
protiteers. It is worth recalling 
that Mr. Stanley Baldwin gave to 
the British Treasury all his fortune, 
which might have been deemed to 
have been derived from profits 
made during the war by the firm 
of which he was then a member. 

In 1917, by the King’s command, 
the Royal House of Hanover, which 
had existed since “George in pud- 
ding time came o’er” (in 1714) came 
to .n end, and in its place arose the 
House of Windsor. Such an altera- 
ation was in fact long overdue, for 
the Crown's connection with Han- 
over had ceased when Victoria 
ascended the Throne. By King 
George's order, also, those members 
of his family who had hitherto 
borne German names and titles re-

Family Cares. 


ESPITE the cares of an increas- 
ing fainily, the Duke and 
Duchess of York very readily as- 
sumed a large ehare of public duties, 
for the then Princo and Princess 
of Wales <atterwards King Edward 
and Queen Alexandra) were becom- 
ing elderly, and it was only natural 


|for them to delegate some of their 


high obligations ta their son and 
daughter-in-law. There is no doubt 
that an appearance in public wae, 
for some years, a good deal of a 
trial, both to the Duke and Duchess, 
unaccustomed as they severally had 
been in their pre-married life to 
suffering the concentrated gaze of 
the multitude. 

With the death of Queen Vic- 
toria in 1901, their position natur- 
ally became even more promin- 
ent. Succeeding to the title of 
Prince and Princess of Wales, the 
Royal couple and their growing 
family established themselves at 
Marlborough House, where the pre- 
vious Prince and Princess had, for 
a generation at least, been the ex- 
alted leaders of high society. 


Court Brightens Up. 


HE Court, on the accession of Ed- 
ward VII, shed the haunting 
atmosphere of gloom which had sur- 
rounded it throughout the long 
period of Victoria’s reign following 
the death of her husband, the Prince 
Consort. 

No doubt the more cheerful 
order of things was entirely agree- 
able to the heir apparent and his 
wife. Nevertheless, it was quickly 
observed that what used to be 
known in the previous Prince of 
Wales’ day as the “Marlborough 
House set” ceased to exist when 
King Edward left that residence 
for Buckingham Palace. The new 
Prince and Princess maintained as 
far as possible their old standard 
of inconspicuous domesticity. The 
Prince, however, in the first few 
months as heir apparent, experi- 
enced a lively reminder of the stew 
of trouble which even then was 
brewing in Europe. The then 
Kaiser proposed a visit to Britain 
which was unacceptable to King 
Edward, who countered it with the 
suggestion that the Prince of Wales 
should visit Berlin for the Kaiser's 
birthday. This evoked a speech 
from the Imperial Chancellor which 
narrowly escaped bringing the can- 
cellation of the Prince's visit. 

However, the Prince of Wales did 
go to Berlin, and was received with 
every mark of honor. A visit to 
Vienna and a visit to India were 
made in subsequent years, but 
King Edward's personal activity in 
attempting to smooth the turbulent 
political waters of the great Euro- 
pean powers rendered it hardly 
necessary for his son to play any 
prominent part in such delicate 
matters. 


Occupied at Home. 


Apart from their memorable 
visit to the Dominions in the first 
year of King Edward's reign, the 
Prince and Princess of Wales were 
largely occupied with innumerable 
good works at home. Sir George 
Arthur, who knows as much abont 
the personal characteristics of the 
Royal family as any man, writes: 
“George, Prince of Wales, may have 
lacked his father’s fiair for foreign 
negotiations, chiefly because he was 
unacquainted with the foreign 
princes aud statesmen in whose 
hands were the threads of Kuro- 
pean policy. Except for a week 
in Paris, largely dedicated to sight- 
seeing, his visits to the continent 
had been almost entirely of an of- 
ficial character.,.. The smile of 
courteous greeting was less apt to 
broaden into the smile of hearty 
welcome, but his shrewd common: 
sense and his acute sense of honor 
made the part he played of signal 
value to his country.” 

Following the death of King 
Edward in May, 1910, the Court 
rigidly kept the order of mourning, 
King Geerge and Queen Mary yis- 
ited no theatre and attended no 
entertainment.

beyond belief, in fact I have seen 
old trees that were failing badly 
practically rejuvenated by judi- 
cious root pruning 
The large roots of 
are not the one that convey the 
most food to the pliant. The small 
fibrous roots do far more and bet- 
ter work, So if we can induce the} 
plant to grow everal smaller 
fibrous roots in place of one large | 
truggling one it is to our own and | 
the plant's advantage | 
The pruning may be done 
without lifting the plant from the 
ground in the following manner: 
When the time arrives for the} 
usual top pruning, carefully. re-| 
move the soil around the plant to 
the depth of about three inches, | 
and for a distance of about nine | 
inches from the plant 
With a sharp spade, 
clined towards the plant make a 
quick thrust down as far ag the} 
spade will go all round’ the plant | 
By doing this, all the longer | 
routs will be pruned, but be sure to 
use a very sharp spade and to make 
a quick thrust or you will not cut 
the roots clean 
If done slowly or with a blunt 
spade, ragged and crushed roots 
will be left and the operation will 
not be successful 
Properly done this root pruning 
will encourage more surface feed- 
ing roots to form and better growth
